Asaresult, beginning August 12, 2002, the tariff increased
to 10 percent from thein-quota rate of 2 percent. The higher ratewill remain in effect
through December 31, 2002.
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The Secretariat of Economy (SE) announced on August 12, 2002, in the “Diario Oficial” (Federal
Regigter) that imports of the following product have exceeded Mexico's safeguard quota for 2002
under NAFTA. Asof August 12, imports from the United States above the quota for the following
product will be subject to a 10 percent ad vaorem tariff.
